The Rector’s Report 


We have just written an Annual Report. We would rather write 
books, sermons, poetry, plays or even a thesis for a college professor. 

When you sit down to write an Annual Report the clamor of the 
critics creates chaos in the mind. “Make it short”, shouts a chorus, “or 
no one will read it. Then too, it is patriotic to save paper, nowadays”. So, 
you resolve to make it short. That means that you must be brutal. You 
ask each of your co-workers ‘to tell the story of a whole year’s work in 
the briefest possible compass, to distill the record of the outpouring of 
heart, mind and body into a meagre essence and then, with ruthless cruelty, 
you reduce it by half. Furthermore, you are compelled to leave out the 
names of many who have rendered vital service. When, in compliance 
with the demand for brevity, the task is finished and you are about to 
relax in satisfaction—another chorus resounds: “Make it vital! Make it 

| dramatic! Give facts! Give color! Tell people what you are doing ” 

So, in response to this preemptory demand, you start to revise the 
draft. At this point the particular devil of Annual Report writers begins 
to suggest a distortion here and an exaggeration there—in other words, 
to bring out the latent liar in you. Thrusting him aside you return to the 
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task. It is all vital and colorful to you and your associates—that whole 
year’s effort. It has meant working with human beings, facing human 
problems. It has meant agony. It has meant joy. It has meant disap- 
pointment. It has meant meeting the living Christ along many an expected 
and unexpected way. The whole story refuses to reduce itself to mere 
words. 

“Tell it with pictures”, cries an insistent voice, “most people respond 
through the eye”. Just as you are about to answer that it is simply im- 
possible to tell the story of religious work with any degree of satisfaction 
by pictures, another voice insists that you have no right to spend contri- 
butor’s money in costly reports. And so it goes. 

At last the copy is sent off to the printer. You are not satisfied. No 
one will be satisfied. You are perfectly certain that before many weeks 
have gone by you will meet one person who will say, “I got your report 
but I didn’t have time to read it.” And another one to whom it was sent 
will ask—“Just what does your church do?” 

Annual Reports are ordeals—but they are necessary. 

Though figures are often boring it is customary for the rector to 
report on his official acts. During the year, I have conducted 346 services; 
preached 155 sermons; administered 10 private communions to the sick; 
had 14 baptisms, 14 weddings and 20 burials. I have made over 500 calls 
on parishioners—finding 145 at home. Magazine articles wete written 
for the Metropolitan Church Life of New York City, the Pennsylvania 
Diocesan News, and the national healing organ, Sharing. T have no 
record of the number of invocations asked, benedictions pronounced or 
talks given at meetings, luncheons and dinners, or of interviews given in 
my study to distracted and perplexed people. 

During the past year 38,055 people have attended our services, 25,861 
attended the noonday services, 2,138 received the Holy Communion be- 
tween, Sundays, 8,975 attended the Sunday Services, 672 attended the 
early Sunday Communion Services. 
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The financial picture is always clearly presented by our able and 
devoted Accounting Warden in his annual report. We have again lived 
within our income and closed the books free of debt. Besides this we 
oversubscribed our Missionary Expectation to the Diocese. The Diocese 
has asked St. Stephen’s to assume a Missionary quota for 1944 of 
$4,500.00 and the Vestry in our name has gladly assumed this respon- 
sibility. 

For the second year the Brotherhood of St. Andrew and St. Steph- 
en’s have combined their Lenten noonday services with very gratifying 
results. 19,129 attended these services. This is an average of 475 daily 
for the forty days of Lent. We were privileged to hear the outstanding 
preachers of our church who came from Boston, Brooklyn, Pittsburgh, 
Detroit. Trenton and Cleveland. These services have been held in St. 
Stephen’s continuously for fifty-eight years. 

The Thursday Healing Services have continued to prove a source 
of spiritual satisfaction to both rector and people. “Religion and Health”, 
a 63 page booklet published by the rector in response to many inquiries 
about these services, has run through two editions; 1,637 attended these 
services, and the testimonials to the successful results tax the rector’s 
letter files. 

Eighty-two of our young men and women are now in the Armed 
Forces of our Country. We miss them sorely in our homes and in our 
parish life. The weekly leaflet of the church follows these men and 
women around the world. The fellowship of this church is unbreakable, 
and the interest and love of St. Stephen’s goes forward to its people in 
whatever service they may be engaged. Prayers are continually offered 
that the protecting care of God, the Father of us all, may surround these 
loved ones while they are away. 

At the time that this report is being presented, the St. Stephen’s Ser- 
vice Club is celebrating its first anniversary. During the year, 32,000 ser- 
vice men and women have been entertained and 6,200 have been served 
Sunday night supper. The latter has been a feature for just six months. 
Two hundred and eight churches and missions of the diocese have sup- 
ported this project without any outside financial aid; 450 volunteer work- 
ers keep the club working at high efficiency. We are very proud of our 
diocese for the work of its War Commission, of the many volunteers 
who have helped to make this service to our men and women in the Armed 
Forces successful, and of the splendid committees which direct the policy 
and details of this worthwhile undertaking. 

The high light of the year was the celebration of the 120th Anniver- 
sary of our church. An appropriate commemorative service was held on St. 
Stephen’s Day, December 26th, the rector preaching the anniversary sermon, 
An extensive program of repairs costing $5,000.00 was launched in mid- 
summer, and by popular subscription 102 members and friends of the 
church contributed $4,000.00. The caen-stone finish of the walls and 
ceiling of the interior was restored. The pews were painted and num- 
bered, the worn carpet removed and the floor painted. New kneeling 
benches were installed. The Tiffany Champville marble Reredos, Altar 
and Chancel have been cleaned and repaired.

Returns from Investments for the year showed no substantial change. 
The contributions for Parochial Maintenance did show an increase over 
last year, with a slight diminution of receipts from Pew Rents, 

During the year under review a plan was inaugurated for the making 
of substantial renovations and improvements to the Church property and 
the first part of this program has been completed. It is with great pleas- 
ure that I report the cost of these improvements, $4,900.66, entirely paid, 
with the exception of a balance which since the end of the year has been 
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reduced to $1,000 loaned to the Church Improvement Fund by the Gen- 
eral Investment Unrestricted Account. It is my earnest hope and expec- 
tation that not only can this $1,000 be repaid during the year but that 
further progression will be made in the completion of the other proposed 
Church improvements. 

No direct contributions were made of income during the year under 
review for Diocesan and General Church Purposes. The receipts from 
Offerings for these purposes amounted to $4,290.54 and, as in other years, 
sums of:money were contributed by members of St. Stephen’s Church to 
certain Church objects for which no credit appears on the books of the 
Accounting Warden. The entire sum was distributed for the account of 
the various objects during the year. It is noteworthy that the receipts 
exceeded the previous years by almost $400. Our expectation for the 
year 1944 amounts to $4,500 and I sincerely hope that this amount will 
be over-subscribed. 

Our finances and our house are in splendid order and the future 
brightly beckons us to move forward boldly under the wise and able guid- 
ance of our Rector. 

The late Miss Laura Bell, of beloved memory, has directed in her 
will the payment of a sum which will permit of the extinguishment of 
the Community House mortgage and release the Church from the pay- 
ment of further interest thereon and leave us in a position of being abso- 
lutely free of debt. She has also provided by the same instrument for 
a gift to the Endowment Fund in the sum of $5,000 and a gift of $1,000 
for the aid and support of the very worthy work of the Women’s Auxil- 
iary. It is expected that these payments will be received during the 
calendar year. 

The late Miss Clara E. Meyer provided by the terms of her will 
that after the termination of a life estate a legacy should be payable to 
our Church, the income from which would be used for missionary pur- 
poses. The life estate in question has terminated and it is expected that 
very shortly this money will be paid over to us and the income will be 
used for the purposes for which the same was provided. 

With deep appreciation your Rector and Vestry graciously acknow- 
ledge a gift from Miss Helen W. Lukens who being entitled in her own 
right to the sum of $683.71 from the Estate of the late Idella W. Higham, 
former Parish Visitor, unselfishly chose not to receive the same for her 
own use but to turn that sum over to the Church for which her kin had 
devoted so many of the useful years of her life. 

The late Mary Delia Markley, who was interested in our Mothers’ 
Meeting, by the terms of her will has provided for a legacy to our Church 
in the sum of $500, the income to be used towards the giving of Christ- 
mas Dinners for Poor Aged Women. When this legacy is received the 
trust will be impressed and its terms carried out. 

These blessings are a few evidences of the grateful appreciation and 
fine support which lend aid and confidence in the policy of extending the 
usefulness of our Church in the best light of its traditions. 

The splendid work of St. Stephen’s Service Club, being conducted in 
our Community House, as an activity of the Diocesan War Commission, 
has not only enabled us to materially assist the cause but has furnished 
another opportunity of usefully extending the works of our Church. 
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I take great pleasure in extending to each and every one of my fellow 
members of St. Stephen’s Church and to all others who have helped and 
whose help has meant so much to me and to our Church, my heartfelt 
thanks and I seek the continued support and loyalty of all to our Church.

This year an attempt was made to give 
the “Crucifixion” as Stainer originally intended it with the congregation 
taking a part in the singing of the original hymn tunes. 

It is hoped that from year to year these very fine hymns may become 
better known so that the congregation will take a full part in the sing- 
ing of them. 

A dramatized version of the “Story of Christmas” sung by the Phila- 
delphia Music Club Chorus in December also drew a large congregation. 

The loyal help and suport of all the members of our choir has again 
made the work of the choirmaster a pleasure. I feel that I can say that 
this organization gives unselfishly of its best at all times and is justly 
proud of the success it achieves. As organist and choirmaster I can only 
say that one more year at St. Stephen’s has passed with the pleasantest 
of memories.

The Church School 

We are coming rapidly to the close of another year for St. Stephen’s 
Church school, Those of us intimately associated with the work of the 
Church School look back upon the year just passed with a feeling of at 
least some accomplishment. 

Looking at enrollment figures one may feel we’ve made no progress 
during the year. The number of children in the classes just about total 
the number enrolled at the beginning of the school year. If we look be- 
yond enrollment figures into the interest of the children in their work we 
can safely say we’ve made progress. 

A serious attempt has been made to make this truly a “church school”. 
Weve set up our own Altar, had a picture of Christ hung to form the 
reredos, placed two candles in glass candlesticks on the Altar to portray 
to our children that Christ is the light of the world. Our thanks go to 
the Altar Guild for supplying us a lovely set of ribbons in colors to fit 
the entire church year. Weve had a brief lecture each week, usually 
delivered by the Superintendent to the entire school, on the meaning of 
the various pieces of church furnishings, liturgy of the Episcopal Church, 
meanings of church symbols, significance of the seasons of the church and 
similar topics. In short, we’ve done everything we could in a short time 
to better fit each of the pupils for taking a reverent part in the services 


of the church. 
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From a financial standpoint, war conditions prevented any money 
raising ventures with the exception of the sale of dish cloths. Without 
the benefit of suppers, or any other major effort, our Lenten offering 
totaled $204.80. This offering was presented by two of the girls from 
our school at the Episcopal Academy at the Diocesan Presentation service 
on Sunday, May 21. 

In many churches, particularly a downtown church, it is often a 
temptation for the congregation to take the Sunday School for graréed 

. and feel somehow that it will run itself. We want to take this op- 
portunity to remind you that the church school of this church is your re- 
sponsibility. It is the responsibility of each member. Our teachers have 
done an admirable job. You owe it to them and to the children of this 
school to take an active interest in the church school. If you have chil- 
dren of church school age—they should be enrolled. If you know of 
children with no church school affiliation—it is your responsibility as a 
Christian to make a serious attempt to bring them into the church school 
of your church. The future of any church is in the church school. If 
you care about the future of your church—you must be keenly interested 
in the church school—now. Make an extra effort some Sunday morning, 
come down to St. Stephen’s at 9.45—be a welcome visitor to the church 
school. See what we’re doing for the girls and boys. If you have any 
constructive suggestions we'll be glad to have them. 

We are grateful to Almighty God for his gift of children and for 
the privilege of helping them to grow into effective Christian men and 
women.

The Burd School 


The past year at the School has been one of interest and good result, 
owing to able management of Miss Davies, notwithstanding the many 
problems she has had to solve. In looking over some of the Annual re- 
ports of other years, I have found an interesting letter from Dr. Ellen 
Potter, Commissioner of Public Welfare in 1923, in which she congratu- 
lates the trustees for the ideal and achievements of the School. She writes: 


“The attention given to making the place a home takes it immed- 
iately out of the institutional class. But in addition to homeliness, 
your management has created an atmosphere of beauty and charm 
that must have its unconscious influence upon the girls. There are 
many things I would like to praise but the list would be too long. 
I will only mention the unusual opportunities given for self-develop- 
ment in the educational advantages offered, and the outside contacts 
which the girls enjoy, also the system of allowances through which 
the girls learn the value of money and gain experience in buying. 
The health program too has features to which most institutions are 
often oblivious.” 


This commendation is still merited, owing to the viligance of our 
Staff. In view of this, I regret to announce the first death in the School 
in twenty-two years—Joanne Keaton died on April 11th. I quote from 
the Church Bulletin of April 23rd. 

“We regretfully announce the passing into the Great Beyond of 

Joanne Keaton at the Burd School on April 11th, as a result of Tuber- 
cular Meningitis. Joan’s passing is the first in twenty-two years and 
the eleventh in the eighty-eight years of the Burd School. Our deep 
sympathy is expressed to Mrs. Keaton and to Joanne’s sisters and 
brothers in the loss of one of their precious possessions from tangible 
association. May the souls of the righteous by the mercy of God, 
rest in peace.” 


A slight case of scarlet fever occurred, which necessitated a quaran- 
tine of ten days. Otherwise, the health of the School has been excellent. 

During the summer the large reception room was repainted, new 
draperies and some new upholstery have added a fresh charm to this large 
and attractive room. It is a pity the two Peale portraits which adorn its 
walls were not included in the Peale Exhibition offered to the public this 
winter. Some of the bedrooms were redecorated, and the pretty new 
bedspreads please the eye and intensify the impression of a well-kept house, 
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We have forty-one girls under the School’s care during the year, 
thirty-two living at the School. Marian Grier, after completing two years 
at State College, West Chester, Pa., won a competitive scholarship given 
by the Hamilton Standard Propellers Company of East Hartford, Conn. 
for special work in science at Penn State College. There will be no 
graduates from the High School this year. 

A former graduate, Jacqueline Parks, resigned from an excellent 
position, joined the Waves and was sent to California. News of her 
marriage to a man in the Service has recently been received. Another 
graduate, Josephine Head, R.N., is serving with the Armed Forces in 
England. Jane Kay received the American Legion award, the highest 
honor given by the Public School. 

Three children have been entered on probation and have been ac- 
cepted. Nine applicants are under consideration at present. Four chil- 
dren were returned to their mothers, one returned to a sister. and two 
were withdrawn by their mother for placement in another school. 

When Bishop McClelland visited St. Stephen’s Church in Lent, three 
of our girls were confirmed. 

There has been little turnover in the staff this year, but the report 
would not be complete without expressing the satisfaction and happiness 
felt by all in finding Miss Hipple back at her desk last fall after a long 
critical illness. 

Thanks are due to Miss Edith Dawson, a friend of Miss Davies, for 
her very welcome gift of many picture puzzles, books and playthings. 

Again I have to thank the fellow members of the Board of Women 
Visitors for! their co-operation.

Report of I. SMITH Raspin, Treasurer 


It is refreshing to be permitted to make a short report on the highly 
successful and satisfactory work which is conducted at the Burd School. 
We are deeply grateful to Miss Florence L. Davies for the fine manner 
in which she has assumed the work of the Principal of this School and 

discharged the duties of that office. 

í As you are aware, the Burd School, legally known as the Burd Or- 
phanage Asylum, had its origin in a gift under the will of Mrs. Eliza 
Howard Burd who died on April 6, 1860, and left practically her entire 
fortune for the endowment of an institution where fatherless girls should 
be educated and prepared for life. The Rector, Church Wardens and 
Vestrymen of St. Stephen’s Church are the Trustees of this great trust 
and for over eighty years have conducted this School. 

The capital funds constituting the principal of this trust consist of :

The funds made available for the operation of the School for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1943, amounted to $27,497.34 and the moneys 
spent for the actual operation of the School amounted to $27,312.19. 

The School operates entirely independent from the Church and the 
trust is one which is most zealously guarded by its Trustees. The opera- 
tion of this School within its; income, extending as it does the exceptional 
opportunities, constitutes another great opportunity for the real usefulness 
of the work of St. Stephen’s Church. 

As in the case of the Church, the accounts are subject to annual audit 


-and examination by Charles S. Rockey & Company, certified public ac- 


countants, whose report on examination is available at all times for any- 
body who may care to see the same. 

I want to extend to Miss Davies and the Staff at the School, as well 
as to all who are interested in the administration of this trust, my sincere 
thanks for the hearty co-operation and support which has been given in 
making the usefulness and continuance of this work so thoroughly enjoy-

With food rationed and at times 
difficult to purchase, the gift certificate seemed the most practical method 
of distribution.

The certificates bought and cash given for 
dinners amounted to $183.00 leaving $7.50 which almost covered the cost 
of printing and postage.

NELLIE P. MEARNS 
Woman’s Auxiliary 

Years ago when we wrote reports of the Parish News, Dr. Grammer 
told us: “Do not say much about what you have done, but say more 
about what you expect to'do.” This is not easy. We are prone to talk 
about ourselves. 

However, this is what was done. We had seven monthly meetings with 
speakers at four of them—and during the fiscal year we dispersed $497.75. 

In October Bishop Reifsnyder, formerly Bishop of Japan, but now 
helping the rehabilitation of the Japanese-Americans made us understand 
the importance of this work. At the November meeting, the Rev. Mr. 
Wilfred C. Files of Tenana, Alaska gave a vivid picture of the hardships 
and the pleasures of working with the Indians im Alaska, 

In December Rabbi Nathan Kaber assistant at Rodeth Shalom Syna- 
gogue, came as a representative of the National Conference of Christians 
and Jews. He talked on Fellowship and gave us enlightening facts on 
the organized anti-Semetic problem in Philadelphia. 

January brought Mr. William O. Gilbert, headworker at St. John’s 
Settlement House on North Twelfth -Street. He explained what he is 
trying to do for the delinquent colored youth in that district. 
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In February, the members conducted their own meeting. Three gave 
reviews of the subjects: “Should Foreign Missions Go?” “What can the 
Church do about Anti-Semitism?” and “The Negro and the War’. These 
excellent reviews made us realize how able we are to study problems for 
ourselves. 

Now as to the future: The Triennial at Cleveland adopted the title 
for the work of the next three years, “God’s gift and Our Task” God’s 
gifts are freedom and life. ¡We are told to use freedom and life, to first 
“Revitalize and expand the missionary program, and second, integrate 
Christian principles in the whole fabric of life”. This is a large order. 

The Presiding Bishop says, “The impetus that will carry the gospel 
to the ends of the world must begin with the Parish”. We believe we 
should begin with ourselves. We must throw off predjudice and un- 
christian attitudes, overcome timidity, disillusionment and weariness of 
spirit. Then we can advance and advancement is the keynote of a new 
day. We must keep abreast ourselves, if we are to help “carry the gospel 
to the ends of the world.” 

We are constantly told that every woman in the parish should be a 
member of the Woman’s Auxiliary. St. Stephen’s is a scattered congre- 
gation, but let those of us in our small group try to interest others so that 
they will join in our efforts to learn to carry forward the prescribed 
“task” and to be helpful to our rector and our parish.

With the changes in our lives, and additional duties, imposed upon us 
by war conditions, it is not always easy to take care of all demands, much 
as we should like to do so, but the Offerings from St, Stephen’s have been 
most generous. We are grateful for the ready co-operation which makes 
this Offering from all the women of the Church possible.

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Minutes of Meeting of St. Stephen’s Parishioners 


On Tuesday, May 9, 1944, at eight o’clock P. M., the Parish Meeting 
was called to order by the Rector, Alfred W. Price, D.D. After song 
and prayers offered by the Rector, the meeting was called to order, and 
Edwin S. Heins acted as Secretary thereof.
